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Peasants marching on Mexico City 


Juan Jose Rios, Mexico (AP) — A Bearded 


Mexican radical, who claims government land 
reform programs have failed, is leading a ragged 
band of peasants on a 1,000-mile protest march 
toward Mexico City. 


Jose Rodriguez, 38, admits his "National 


Protest March" is idealistic and may never reach 
the capital. 
, "We are going to try our best because we feel 
obligated to protest," Rodriguez said as his hand- 
ful of followers rested under a tree in the dusty 
Plaza of Juan Jose Rios village here in 
northwestern Mexico. 


"We are a small number now because people are 


scared away by threats," he said. "Only the brave 
are here. All the cowards are gone." 


Rodriguez is leader of the Independent Workers 


and Peasants Central which he claims traces its 
roots to Mexican revolutionary Emiliano Zapata, 
whose slogan "Land and Liberty" was the battle

cry in a 1910 revolution for land reform. 


Rodriguez said the organization does not believe 


in armed revolution but does insist that Mexican 
politics need changing. 


The march originated in Los Mochis, where 


about 150 people camped on a roadside last 
Wednesday night.1 They started their march at 
daybreak Thursday, averaging about three miles 
an hour as they trudged along the nghthand 
shoulder of the international highway south 
toward the Sinaloa state capital of Culiacan 


At that pace it would take more than a month to 


walk to Mexico City. 


Rodriguez wore a sport shirt and slacks as he led 


the marchers. 


He plans demonstrations in towns along the way 


march He says he doesn't think, however, the 
total will ever reach the 6,000 or 7,000 he first 
predicted. 


The group is protesting a recent court decision 


that 'overruled a presidential expropriation of 
almost 250,000 acres cf farm and ranch land in 
Sonora state. The members want the right to 
private land ownership reduced from the present 
250 acres per person to 50 acres and demand that 
1.5 million acres of rich farmland in Sinaloa be 
taken from private owners and made into com- 
munal farms for 51,000 peasants. 


"We had assurances from the governor that 


neither the army nor the judicial police would 
hamper us," Rodriguez said "But judicial police 
were around the camp threatening people, that is 
one reason we have no faith in politicians. 


"Some of our people stayed behind because they 


were afraid," he added. 


The band, about a dozen of them women, wore 


ragged clothes. Some marchers were barefoot, 
others wore sandals or rubber shower slippers 
Some carried makeshift walking sticks' Their 
faces were covered with the dust of the road and 


the unpaved streets of this village of 1,500 people. 


"Some of us already have blisters and everyone 


is tired," the leader said as the band set up camp 
for the night, with the women building cooking 
fires to beat tortillas and beans. 


After President Luis Echeverna expropriated 


the land in Sonora, peasants invaded private land 
in neighboring Sinaloa state hoping that those 
lands also would be expropriated. Their leaders 
agreed later to leave the land until after 
Echevema left office Dec. 1 in order to assure a 
peaceful change of national government with the 
inauguration of Jose Lopez Portillo as president. A 
few days later a district court judge overruled the 
Sonora expropriation 


The judge ruled it violated a restraining order 


issued on a petition submitted by the landowners. 


But Agrarian Reform Minister Rojo Lugo said 


Friday the expropriation was legal and would 
stand. 


After meeting with Lopez Portillo, he told 


reporters, "The procedure regarding the lands in 
the northwest of the country is not outside the law. 
There is no danger of going backwards on that 
resolution." 


The court order had put a halt to the occupation 


of the land, however. 


Most peasants have left peacefully. 
"We have no faith in the other peasant groups," 


Rodriguez said. "Their leaders have become cor- 
rupt or sold out to the landowners. They removed 
all of their people from the land. Some used guns 
to force their own members off the land and then 
burned their huts 


"We feel obligated to protest this, to 


demonstrate at the national level that it is a lie 
that the land problem here is solved 


"We may not walk all the way. Once we have 


learned to walk we may hitch rides. But the issue 
_is to get to Mexico City "

Leveling harsh criticism at highway 


lobbyists in Washington and Nebraska, 
the State Roads Department director 
charged Friday they have misled the 
public and Legislature about road con- 
ditions and revenues 


Tom Doyle attacked what he 


described as an attempt to "use the 
state highways as a whipping boy" in 
efforts to "sell" the 1977 Unicameral 
"a one-cent (per gallon) gas tax in- 
crease" 


The director-state engineer told the 


Nebraska Highway Commission he 
wants "to correct what I believe has 
been a public misunderstanding" 
Private highway project promoters 
know the state highway system has 
continued to improve each year and 
that "standards will be higher next 
year, based on existing revenue 
sources," he said. 


"I can't support one iota the conten- 


tion" that quality construction or 
maintenance has declined, Doyle said. 
"It's easy for me to understand why the 
big spenders would want to create the 
impression" that roads are "falling 
apart." 


Doyle said he'll "have no part" in 


such "misrepresentation " He warned 
against claims by "doomsday 
prophets" who are "oblivious to the 
true facts" and using their own means 
to get legislators to "overstate the 
situation." He said "highway dollars 
are being well spent" 


Doyle provided data which show that 


while 1976 maintenance costs increased 
5% and 
administration-support 


expenses rose by 6% over 1975, three- 
fourths of the department budget in 
construction costs declined 6% The 
overall effect is 3 4% "greater 


purchasing power than one year ago " 


Simultaneously, Doyle said, state 


revenues from 1975 to 1976 increased 
7%. which means Roads can "buy 
10 4% more today than we could've last 
year" 


Thus he spiked the accuracy of a 


gloomy revenue picture as the basis for 
requiring a heftier highway user tax. 
The commussion went on record last - 
month in support of a cent-a-gallon. 
boost, after appeals from Lincoln at- 
torney Robert Crosby of Better 
Nebraska Association highway lobby 
and Arnold Ruhnke, head of the 
Nebraska Association of County Of- 
ficials 


Doyle added he does "not accept the 


proposition that we're at the point 
when our system has deteriorated, but 
we're not far from that point" He 
acknowledged the validity of Ruhnke's 
concern that changing local needs are 
supplanting amounts that can be 
devoted to county road budgets 


If a gas tax increase were to produce; 


say, $5 million, Doyle said, "We can 
put that to good use" to accomplish - 
more of the state's five-year program 
than would be possible otherwise. 


Commissioner Merle Kingsbury of 


Ponca said people in his district will 
support a gas tax boost, not because 
roads are allegedly falling to pieces, 
but to get needed projects more rapid- 
ly. 


Doyle also responded to a 


Washington road research lobby report 
released by former Gov. Crosby, which 
said 3,800 miles of Nebraska roads are 
obsolete That "outfit," Doyle said, is 
"dedicated to more and more spending 
of your and my tax dollars."

Hugh Stoddard would love to talk about his year 


in India, but getting his friends to listen is another 
thing. 
- 


"Everyone sort of turns me off when I talk 


about India for more than five minutes," he sighs. 


The East High School sophomore says most of 


his friends are uninformed about India. They ask if 
he speaks Hindu, the religion, when they mean Hin- 
di, the language 


While the lack of listeners is sometimes 


frustrating, Hugh isn't overly critical of his 
classmates. "I didn't know anything about India 
either until I went there," be confides. 


Hugh's opportunity came when his dad. Bob 


Stoddard, a University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
geography professor, won a Fulbright-Hays grant 
to teach at a university in Nepal 


While his parents lived in Kathmandu. the 


capital of Nepal, Hugh spent the year at a boarding 
school in northern India, 6,500 feet up in the 
Himalayan foothills. 


With the mountains at his back, Hugh found 


hiking a natural pastime, both on weekends and on 
organized trips with classmates. 


The mountainous trails were pretty well 


walked, says-Hugh, became goods were carried 
into the scattered villages by porters. 


But Hugh managed some climbing, mostly 


when taking snort cots. "They weren't sneer cliffs, 
but there were no trails. It involved both haods and 
feet to hang on," be says. 


Youth 
in Action 


Once on top, his rewards were a view of the In- 


dian plains below and the snows of the hgher 
Himalayas behind. 


The 15-year-old learned enough Hindi to con- 


verse with shopkeepers and to get around on his 
own. Hindi uses a totally different alphabet and 
Hugh had to learn to make "different noises with 
my mouth." While the language wasn't all that dif- 
ficult, it definitely wasn't easy, he adds. "My 
grades proved that" 


Now a student of German, he finds himself 


spouting a Hindi word every once in a while in 
class. 


Hugh has also brought back Indian fashions. He 


likes to wear his white cotton shirts and custom- 
made vests because they're both comfortable and 
"different from everyone else." 


A viola player in the Lincoln Youth Symphony, 


Hugh applies his musical talents to the tabla, a set 
of day and wooden Indian drums. His fingers tap 
out the rhythms of traditional Indian melodies he's 
picked up from listening. 


Hugh tries his best to correct misconceptions 
aborting whenever he runs across them. But he 
admits the task isn't an easy one. "I can't explain 
what India is like; yon have to experience it to 
know." 


New York (AP) — Just about 


everybody in the courtroom wept for 
joy, and tears even rolled down the 
judge's cheeks as he ordered Sandra 
Lowe, a 38-year-old battered wife, 
freed in the killing of a brutal husband. 


"I've never gotten so emotional," 


said Queens Supreme Court Justice 
George Balbach as he put Mrs. Lowe, 
mother of three, on probation for five 
years on a manslaughter charge. 


Mrs. Lowe was recovering from sur- 


gery when her husband John. 39, beat 
her for the last time on Sept 10,1973, in 
their home in Jamaica, Queens. 


Mrs Lowe pleaded guilty to stabbing 


her husband with a kitchen knife at the 
height of the beating. 


Asst Dist Atty. Randall Eng told the 


judge he saw no purpose in sending 
Mrs. Lowe to prison. He noted that she 
had three children to care for, in- 


cluding a 12-year-old emotionally dis- 
trubed son 


Balbach said he had received about 


40 letters in support of Mrs. Lowe, 
from relatives, neighbors, clergymen, 
school officials and community 
leaders. 


Even the dead man's mother and 


sister had petitioned the court to be 
lenient with Mrs Lowe, supporting her 
story of frequent beatings over a long 
period of time. 


When Mrs. Lowe heard she was to go 


free, she collapsed in sobs, saying over 
and over. "Thank you, thank you for 
your mercy." 


Then relatives began weeping, too, 


and finally even the judge and cour- 
troom attendants were wet-eyed. 


'Tve never seen anything like it" 


said the prosecutor. "I've never seen 
an entire courtroom in tears."

Washington — The diplomatic consequences of 


Saudi Arabia's decision to hold down the increase in 
;the price of oil seems to at least equal, if not out- 
weigh, the economic importance of the move. The 
^Saudis have now publicly linked the oil issue with 
the need for the United States to bring about an 
overall Arab-Israeli settlement. 


This has added a dramatic new element in the 


complicated diplomacy of the Middle East. It has 
raised all sorts of possibilities for future American 
diplomacy, but it also carries with it the possibility 
of tragic misunderstandings if the anticipated 
moves by the Carter administration "next year fail 
to produce significant results. 


The Israelis, who have always been wary of 


Arab oil pressures forcing the United States to lean 
more heavily on them for territorial concessions to 
the Arabs, have responded with expected ner- 
"vousness about the impact Saudi Arabia's move 
may have on American official and public opinion. 


Already, Israeli supporters on Capitol Hill have 


.'conceded that it will be much harder to block the 
burgeoning arms trade with Saudi Arabia that has 
nearly reached $8 billion in the past four years. 


Likewise, the Saudis have steadily increased their 
economic ties with this country, as a show of their 
confidence that the United States can rapidly move 
the oil-rich kingdom into the modern era. 


In the past, the Saudis were the fiercest anti- 


Zionists in the Middle East, but even in King 
Faisal's last years this policy waned and since King 
Khalid took over in 1975, it has become more in line 
with that followed by Egypt, pragmatic, and in- 
creasingly assertive. 


Until now, the Saudis had confined their 


diplomatic influence in the Middle East to secret 
contacts, and in recent years occasional statements 
of support for Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger's diplomatic shuttles. Kissinger, who 
visited Riyadh or Jiddah on virtually all of his dozen 
Middle East trips, always said privately that the 
Saudi behind-the-scenes influence and money was 
decisive in keeping President Anwar el-Sadat of 
Egypt interested in negotiations and in persuading 
President Hafez al-Assad of Syria into going 
through with his disengagement agreement with 
Israel in May 1974. 


King Faisal, and his successor, King Khalid, 


however, seemed to avoid getting publicly into the 
middle of the squabble between Sadat and Assad 


that arose over the last Kissinger-arranged 
Egyptian-Israeli accord of September 1975. The 
Egyptians wanted further negotiations; the Syrians 
took the opposite view. Their differences were 
overshadowed during the Lebanon civil war, and it 
has only been recently that negotiations are again 
being talked about. 


The Saudis took the lead in ending the Lebanon 


fighting by summoning all the major parties to 
Riyadh. That conference also produced a new 
determination to push for an overall Arab-Israeli 
settlement, with the Saudis in the lead. The recent 
signs that the Palestine Liberation Organization 
would be willing to set up a state to live side by side 
with Israel, while not receiving much applause in 
Israel, were nevertheless an indication of a Saudi 
effort to encourage negotiations. 


The new, more ostentatious show of leadership 


by the Saudis coincided with a major effort by the 
Ford and Carter administrations to limit the rise of 
oil at the Qatar meeting. 


The Saudis, evidently believing a small price 


rise would improve the Arab image in the United 
States while at the same time satisfying the Arab 
world's economic needs, surprised American of- 
ficials by publicly linking their restraint with a call 
for renewed diplomatic efforts. 


Saudis now seem to be saying to the United States: 
We are putting our prestige and influence on^foe 
line for a negotiated settlement We> will pressure 
Eeypt Syria! Jordan and the PLO to be flexible. 
?Smust do' the same with Israel. If you e us 
' down, you will embarrass us and make it difficult 
again for us to show moderation at future oil talks. 


The Israelis have said they too want peace, but 


they will not give up all the territory seized from 
the Arabs in 1967 nor agree to a separate Palesti- 
nian state and will not agree to give back the old 
city of Jerusalem. The Arabs continue to say that 
they will be willing to live at peace with Israel only 
if it agrees to those conditions. 


Carter, Vance thank Saudis, Arab Emirates 


Plains, Ga. (AP) - Jimmy Carter and Cyrus delighted that the increase was at the size it was. 


After mentioning his government's "sense of 


responsibility and leadership," Ambassador Ali A. 
Alireza of Saudi Arabia said in Washington Friday: 


"The one point which should be made just as 


strongly as the economic aspect is the positive need 
for all parties to get on now with achieving a just 
and durable settlement in the Middle East. That is 
the greatest achievable opportunity on the shared 
horizon of all of us hi the period immediately 
ahead " 


Similar views were expressed by Sheik Ahmed 


Zaki Yamani who represented Saudi Arabia in 
Qatar 


In the shorthand of Middle East diplomacy, the 


Vance thanked Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates on Friday for breaking with other oil 
nations to hold price increases at 57o. The 
President-elect's spokesman called the outcome 
fair and in the common interest. 


Vance, designated by Carter to be secretary of 


state, said in New York he is "greatly pleased." 
Bert Lance, designated by Carter to be budget 
director, told reporters in Washington, "I'm 


Carter expressed his thanks through Press

Swine flu program did good even if it's dead

Atlanta (AP) — If the swine'flu vac- 


•^cination program is really dead, an ear- 


post-martem indicates it did some 


. Nearly 40 million Americans got the 


>flu shots, and that would weaken the 
vchain of person-to-person infection if an 
-^epidemic does come later. Those vac- 
Munated wouldn't pass it on. 
£ And for the first time a surveillance 
35r alerting system was activated to 
.^detect any kind of undesirable side 
^effects from vaccine. 
™ It was the surveillance system that 


brought to attention the possibility the 
vaccine was somehow associated with 
a rare and peculiar kind of temporary 
paralysis known as the Guillain-Barre 
syndrome. 
- The federal Center for Disease Con- 
trol here said it doesn't know what 
caused the outbreak of temporary 
paralysis — and isn't sure the vaccine 
was responsible. But the federal agen- 
cy said it felt it "prudent to halt the 
program until we have answers If an 
outbreak of flu occurs, and there is the 
possibility of person-to-person 
transmission, we would start the 


program up again.". 


That kind of alert that led to a halt in 


the swine flu inoculation program will 
be applied for future vaccines, a CDC 
official said Friday. "It's a side bonus 
that will be continued " 


CDC's specialists said about 75 per 


cent of a population, as in some city or 
state, would have to be vaccinated to 
prevent an epidemic. 


But with about one in five Americans 


vaccinated, there is an army of people 
who wouldn't catch flu or pass it on. 


The trouble is, you could still catch it 


from someone else in the family, or 


, general public, or school kids or fellow 


workers who were not vaccinated. _j 


The surveillance system asked doc- 


tors and people to report anything 
suspected of being a side effect of vac- 
cination. Almost any kind of reaction 
could, in a person's own mind, possibly 
be due to the vaccination. 


But as reports came in, officials 


noted the number of cases of Guillain- 
Barre syndrome, among both the vac- 
cinated and the nonvaccinated. Then 
they took,a closer look, calling on 
physicians and neurologists to report 
any such cases.

The birds were taken to a marine park, 


Sea-A-Rama, and released in a pond big enough 
• for them to paddle around. 


Twenty-four nave damaged wings and will 


never fly again. The other 12 are injured, but 


are considered potential fliers.. 


Most were crippled by fish hooks and lines, 


said Heath, who still has 190 brown pelicans 
among the 500 birds at his sanctuary. 


Heath said he was told that there are only 


30 brown pelicans along the entire Texas 
coastline. Pesticides are blamed for wiping out 
the once plentiful population. 


His success in getting the birds to breed in 


captivity is what prompted toe airlift, which 
was supervised by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife

Two pelicans were recently hatched at the 


sanctuary, bringing to 11 the number born 
there in the past 18 months. 


"The most amazing thing is that the 


pelicans are now breeding in wintertime, 
which is out of their normal sequence," said 
Heath.

Exon praises Mississippi 
for requesting investigation 


Star carrier Kent Grote

Gov. J. James Exon praised 


Thursday's announcement by 
Mississippi Gov. Cliff Finch 
that he was asking the Justice 
Department to investigate the 
so-called "mock hanging" of a 
black Nebraska guardsman. 


But the man who first public- 


ly reported the incident, State 
Sen. Ernest Chambers of 
Omaha, said it was "too little 
too late." 


Finch said Thursday he was 


asking federal assistance in an 
investigation into the incident 
during training exercises at 
Ft Gordon, Ga , last spring 
Mississippi guardsmen are ac- 
cused of placing a rope around 
the neck of Pvt. Dan Briscoe in 


what some officials have 
called a "prank." 


Briscoe, who was training 


with a Nebraska Army 
National Guard unit, was un- 
hurt but was sent home later 
with cuts after he thrust his 
hand through a barracks win- 
dow 


Exon, who asked for and got 


the resignation of Adj. Gen. 
Francis Winner because of 
what he called failure to 
thoroughly investigate the 
matter, said he was "very 
pleased" with Finch's an- 
nouncement. 


"I felt for a long time that 


Mississippi had not taken this 
matter nearly as seriously as I 
thought they should," Exon 


said, adding he thought Finch 
was a "fine individual." 


"It seems to me that the 


same kind of pressure that 
finally made Exon take some 
action in Nebraska has finally 
reached the doorstep of 
Mississippi," Chambers said. 
Responding to Finch's apology 
to Briscoe for the incident, 
Chambers said the Mississippi 
governor's initial reaction to 
reports on the incident was 
"one of mirth and humor." 


"He was flippant. He said, 


'when you get a bunch of young 
bucks together and they're 
drinking, you can't stop them 
from having fun,' " Chambers 
said. 


Sweetman worried he's 'fall guy' 


Lt. Col. James Sweetman, 


commander of Nebraska's 
Army National Guard aviation 
facility, said Friday he was 
worried about being set up as a 
"fall guy" in the Guard's 
helicopter controversy. 


Because of complicated 


regulations, Sweetman said, he 
was concerned that Army 
aviators and officers from the 
National Guard Bureau in 


Washington weren't on the 
regular Army inspection team 
investigating the Nebraska 
Guard. 


In a letter to the head of that 


investigating team, Sweetman 
requested such represen- 
tatives during inspection of the 
facility he commands. 


Sweetman earlier said he op- 


posed use of Army Guard 
helicopters from his facility to 


fly civilians across, the. state 
July 4, to participate in dedica- 
tion ceremonies for bicenten- 
nial sculptures, but was 
ordered to have it done. 


Use of Guard helicopters, 


despite a National Guard 
Bureau directive denying per- 
mission, is one of the matters 
being investigated by the 
Army team at the request of 
Gov. J James Exon.

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Saudis show restraint, 
look for 'appreciation' 


The skyrocketing price of crude oil 


over the past three years has been one of 
the foremost factors stimulating 
worldwide inflation. Arguments by the 
oil exporting nations that a new price 
hike is needled to offset increases in 
prices by the suppliers of industrial 
goods are almost obscene. But that has 
not prevented a majority of the 
members of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
from raising the price of oil by a 
maximum of 10% by the first of the new 
year and another 5% on July 1,1977. 
: That level of increase is unjustified 
and in the case of the majority of OPEC 
members who sanctioned it, the greedy 
action may be counterproductive. 
- Saudi Arabia, the major exporter, 
has sensed the opportunity to go slow, to 
win the confidence of a new American 
government and- possibly to win policy 
concessions in .the Middle East. The 
Saudis, joined by the United Arab 
Emirates, said they will raise the price 
of their oil by only 5%. And they said 
theywill increase production. 


Sheikh Yamani said Friday that the 


increased production of lower-priced oil 
will probably cause the majority OPEC 
agreement to fall apart — and perhaps 
OPEC with it, although the sheikh did 
not express a firm opinion on that. 
Yamani also said his government was 
looking for "an appreciation" from the 
west and the United States in particular. 
'• 
Although it can be argued that even a 


5% hike in oil prices cannot be justified 
and borders on extortion, such restraint 
is appreciated. 


The olive branch has been held out 


by the Saudis and it is an interesting 
development. 


There doubtless were behind-the- 


scenes pressures by official represen- 
tatives of the Ford administration for 
restraint in oil pricing. But those feelers 
probably were less influential than the 
unofficial contact made by represen- 
tatives of the president-elect and by his 
statements on oil policy. 


During the campaign, President- 


elect Carter was charged with playing a 
dangerous game with OPEC in sounding 
too tough. The thrust of the charge was 
that Carter overplayed his hand, showing 
himself to be a novice by threatening 
tough countermeasures in response to a 
future embargo or steep price increases 
for oil. 


It would appear, however, that 


Carter is taken seriously by the most im- 
portant oil exporter. 


This is a time for testing the intent 


and resolve of each side in this 'mul- 
tifaceted petroleum-foreign 
policy 


drama. How all the factors combined to 
produce a policy of restraint on the part 
of the Saudis may not be fully understood 
at the moment, but the prospect of a new 
face in Washington, resolute but at the 
same time perceived to be open to in- 
itiatives from all quarters, has to have 
had significant impact. 


Time to redeem promises 


; President-elect Carter has filled 
many of the top foreign policy, national 
security and economic posts in his new 
administration, but there is still a long 
way to go in rounding out the cabinet and 
filling many of the top-ranking ad- 
ministrative jobs in the departments and 
the White House. 


< - Thus it may be too early to criticize 
Barter for appearing to be leaning too 
heavily toward establishment figures 
alter months and months of campaigning 
oji pledges to bring new faces to govern- 
ment. Those criticisms have surfaced, 
along with the observations that Carter 
b'as seemed to be* bending over 
backwards to please those forces which 
opposed him in the election rather than 
pleasing those who helped him get 
elected.

Lance, the Atlanta banker and new OMB 
chief,/ and Young, the first Black to be 
elected to Congress from the deep South 
in modern times, a man who could give 
the U.S. a brand new image in the United 
Nations, the choices have come from a 
depressingly narrow group of political 
and economic insiders. 


In naming the rest of his cabinet and 


other high posts, Carter will have to seek 
talent in places other than the establish- 
ment to-redeem his campaign promises. 


The best place to start would be by 


naming Barbara Joidan of Texas as at- 
torney general of the United States. No 
other appointment could give as much 
hope to the minorities and women and all 
citizens interested in a renewed 
emphasis on justice in American life. 


Adversary relationship 


1 ^ Washington — Even Jn these days of ram- 
pant malarkey, you will have to go far to find 
a .more striking amalgam, of sense and non- 
sense than the lead article of the current 
•Harper's magazine. 
«": The article, in which Tom Bethell makes 
-his bow as a Washington editor of Harper's, is 
trailed "The Myth of an Adversary Press." Its 
"thesis is that the news media have become, 
jather than the .adversary, "a part of the 
government in all but formal constitutional 
•ratification of the fact." For all intents and 
purposes. Bethell says, the New York Times 
,arid CBS News and the rest of Big Media can 
.best be understood as parts of the federal 
bureaucracy. 
«* Bethell's article is not easy on the 
reader. One has to wade through such seman- 
.tic thickets as: "the endless droning of the 
nightly news, which threatens to make media 
•junkies of us all, primed for the fix of crisis, 
and its attendant escalation of interest and 
receptiveness to media soothsayers." And 
"rewrites of history such as: "No doubt the in- 
fluential newspapers assumed their present 
guise of impartiality as a result of the exam- 
ple provided by television." And just plain 
nonsense such as: "I don't know one person 
who didn't thoroughly enjoy it (Watergate) 
from beginning to end." 


It is also the kind of article that drives 


news people up the wall (which may explain 
some of mv own problems with it). They 
don't like to be reminded of their own power, 
which is the real focus of the piece. 


• And when the reminder is coupled with 
the charge that they glory in their power and 
promote a frnad — their watchdog role — to' 
help maintain it they are infuriated. I 
became aware of the article when I heard two 
prominent Washington reporters agree that it 
Was terrible. 


1" Having said all that, I most concede that 
Bethell raises important matters and 
presents some osefal insights about the press 
and the government and what goes on 
between them. 


An example is his discussion of the leaks 


that as be points o&t too often are passed off 
as 1he fruits of investigative reporting. 
I Jn the rid days, he says, the press got its 
leaks mainly from the top. and they were 
gfren for a purpose; the press was, tn effect 
a'promnlgator of official views. Now, he 
says, the leaks are coming from a lower level 
and reflect anoffitial, dissident views. So in- 
stead of being Ihe patsy of the people in con- 
trol, the press is Jhe ally of those who oppose 
the official line. 
. As a result he continues, editors can iww 
"assume a role indistinguishable from that 
of cabinet members" — that is. they are able 
to formulate alternative policy. And, because 
Ofey control the instruments that shape 
ptitiic opinion, they are able to sell thai

Further, Bethell maintains, in a confron- 


tation the media always appears to be for 
openness and the government for deception 
and therefore the media always wins. Thus, it 
emerges "not merely as a quasi-branch of 
government but as a-branch that is, in the 
event of confrontation, rather more power- 
ful than any other branch." 


As you can^see. Bethell jumps nimbly 


from crag to crag. At one moment the press 
is part of government and the adversary 
relationship is a myth. At another moment 
the press is locked in combat with the official 
hierarchy. And at still another, it is a branch 
of government, but at war with the other 
branches. 


He is hard to pin down and he tends to 


overstate. But he says some things that are 
true and that need saying. 


It is true, for example, that the press has 


a self-serving standard on secrecy. It sees 
itself as free to decide whether an official 
secret is to be kept or not But it insists that 
there is one type of secret that is inviolate 
and never to be disclosed: where it the press, 
gets other secrets. 


It is also true, as be says, that the media 


turn up the volume on their "echo chambers" 
when they see a threat The media's handling 
of the Daniel Schorr confrontation with 
Congress is a valid example of that 


* Bethell insists that the press loves its 


expanding power. "The most fundamental 
premise of Washington journalists has 
always been that the journalist desires to be a 
partner in power." I don't believe that is true 
for all or even a majority of journalists. 


He also says that journalists "will not 


easily surrender their new importance," 
That is banter to argue with. I find that many' 
journalists worry about the tremendous 
power of today's press and their own celebri- 
ty, tart I know of no serious search for a way 
to surrender either. 


All in an, Bethell provides a flawed but 


useful anti-establishment view of the press. 
If, when yon take away the trimmings and the 
excesses, he is sayinf thai the press is an es- 
sential-part of American democracy, a part 
so important and so powerful that.without it 
the system would not function. Ill go along 
with him. 


But if be really means that press and 


government have become one, I can't agree, I 
don't think that the adversary relationship - 
the creative tension, if yon will — between 
government and press is superficial or phony. 
On the contrary, I think it is what makes the 
whole thing work.

shilling. They didn't have an_ inflation 
problem. Even so, a goodly number of 
good people gave their tithes because 
they simply had to forbear labor and 
live it up on Christ's birthday. The 
Puritan leaders, finally realizing they 
couldn't stop gaiety at. Christmas, 
revoked the ban a few years later. 
"Nor sleet, nor snow, nor economic , 
slump, nor the suicidal depressions suf- 
fered by many people at this season can 
stop Christmas from getting bigger and 
razzle-dazzlier each year. 


Psychiatrists and medical doctors 


are as busy as children and pickpockets 
each mid-December, trying to calm the 
emotional" pains that are sometimes 
referred to as Noel Neuroses. At no 
other time of the year do so many 
Americans suffer from heartaches 


brought on by nostalgia over Christ- 
mases past. 


Even the healthy and the young pay a 


price at Christmas. Once out' of the 
safety of the crib, an American human 
being is subject. to all manner of 
ailments: colds from overexposure, 
exhaustion from overdoing, indigestion 
from overeating, uneasy consciences 
from overspending. It was Jack Carter 
who observed: 


"Christmas is the time you discover 


why they call it a white Christmas: the 
blood drains out of your face. It's the 
time when even young girls get tired, 
so tired-looking they could appropriate- 
ly be called shopping bags." 


But still, Christmas gets bigger. 
The late J.I. Rodale. the nutritionist, 


felt that one of the unhealthy factors of 
Christmas is the fact that Santa Glaus' 
is too fat. He thought it would be more 
sensible, and promote a healthier im- 
age, if Santa's belly could be de- 
gelatinized. Santa should be more 
physically fit — a slick-Nick. 


This caused a great deal of concern. I 


remember thinking that if we began 
fooling around with Santa, on the ad- 
vice of health authorities, other Christ- 
mas customs would be sure to crumble. 


First, the red would be erased from 


Rudolph the Reindeer's nose — 


Phyllis Batt«IU 


because a red nose hints of alcoholism, 
a severe problem in U.S. health circles. 


Once Rudolph's red nose were 


abolished, what was to stop the 
banishing of mistletoe from American 
homes? Mistletoe leads to kissing, and 
kissing (it's said by health "experts") 
leads to mononucleosis sometimes, and 
the common cold often.' 


Once mistletoe "is out^ Christmas 


trees would go, again for the public 
good. Some people are allergic to pine, 
and if baubles burst in your hand you 
can get nasty cuts. 


Family parties would be discouraged 


because it's been established that over- 
crowding leads to mental illness. 


Then gift-giving would fall by the 


•wayside because you can get cut by 
scissors while gift-wrapping, and small 
children could get strangled if caught 
in the sticky tape. 


Of course none of these eventualities 


ever eventualized, because the 
American people refuse to give up 
enjoying their Christmas. If the ada- 
mant rulings of the Puritan fathers 
couldn't stop them in the 17th Century, 
the mild admonitions of health 


specialists couldn't even concern them 
in the 20th. 
Americans are dedicated to absor- 


bing all of the Christmas customs and 
rituals of every country of the world 
and throwing them into their own tradi- 
tion. We took carols, cards, the Yule 
log and plum pudding (also Scrooge) 
from England: the Christmas tree, or- 
naments, wreaths and toys from Ger- 
many; the creche from Italy: fruit 
cake and champagne from France, and 
Santa Claus from Asia Minor. 


We adopted all these customs, and 


threw in the local ingredients: gifts by 
charge-card, and the man who has 
everything. Armed with all these 
Christmas rituals, ours is the biggest, 
bestest Christmas in the world. As 
Philip Wylie once observed cynically. 
"Like taxes, a Christmas custom, once 
adopted, is never relinquished" in our 
land. Our "seasonal rituals grow, layer 
by layer, like an onion." 


Then on December 25th, we celebrate 


— and sometimes weep — and we sing, 
and swap gifts, and eat more and try to 
act happier than anybody, in any. other 
nation, in the world. 


. 
And once in awhile, some of us even 


pause to remember, for a few 
moments, what it is we are 
celebrating.

Mr. Carter's amiable computers 


Washington — The young Carter 


transition team is not only scouring the 
country for talent, but is bubbling with 
ideas, some new and some old, and 
some borrowed from the parliamen- 
tary democracies, about how the new 
administration will deal with its policy 
and political problems January 20. 
" Among the proposals placed before 
the President-elect by his staff, and 
now apparently being considered sym- 
pathetically by him are the following: 


— Once the cabinet is completed, 


there should be a "dual veto" over the 
appointments of under-secretaries and 
assistant secretaries of the principal 
departments. That means that Cyrus 
Vance at State and Mike Blumenthal at 
Treasury, for example, will be free to 
select their .princjpal associates, sub- 
ject to Carter's veto, but Gov. Carter 
will also respect their right to veto his 
suggestions at the sub-cabinet level if 
they have strenuous objections. 


— The Executive Office of the Presi- 


dent which is probably the most in- 
flated institution in town, should be cut 
by at least 23%, beginning with the 
elimination of such arms as the Office 
of Telecommunications Policy. 


— The President will face the 


prospect of a $60 billion deficit in his 
first year, and perhaps a $75 billion 
deficit if he decides to nourish the 
sagging economy, but this will have to 


be explained to the American people in 
much greater detail than has been the 
case in the past. 
.— In addition to reviving the old 
Roosevelt Fireside Chats, which Gov. 
Carter promised during the campaign 
to do, his staff is suggesting that he in- 
vite experts on the economy and on 
such problems as the energy shortage 
to appear with him on national televi- 
sion to help educate the public on the 
hard choices he will have to make in 
the first few months of his administra- 
tion. 
^ , 


— Also, as part of this educational ef- 


fort, Gov. Carter is being urged to con- 
sult with the leaders of the Congress on 
the advisability of having members of 
the cabinet appear periodically-before 
all members of the House and Senate in 
televised 
question-and-answer 


sessions. - 


— The cabinet should be divded into 


executive committees on domestic and 
security policy, where inter- 
departmental problems can be argued 
out and joint recommendations can be 
sent on to the President for decision. 
Also, each cabinet member should have 
specific deadlines for getting legisla-. 
tion to the President and the Congress 
in the early weeks of the new term. 


Some critical appointment 


procedures remain to be settled. For 
example, will Jody Powell, the White 


James R«ston 


House press secretary, and Frank 
Moore, Gov. Carter's principal aide on 
relations with the Congress, have a 
voice in picking the press officers and 
congressional liaison officials of the 
departments and agencies? 


This raises the question of just how- 


centralized the-Carter administration 
will be, and while the issue has not yet 
been resolved the chances are that the 
principle of the "dual veto" will be 
adopted on this issue as on ap- 
pointments to the sub-cabinet 


«j 


It is also being proposed to Gov. 


Carter by bis staff that he retain the 
services of Patrick Caddell, who tested 
public opinion for the governor during 
the campaign, to give him regular 
reports on what the American people 
think of his administration as it goes 
along. 


His staff emphasizes that this is not 


for the purpose of guiding policy by 
popular demand, but for getting an ac- 
curate reading on public grievances, 
and avoiding the isolation that misled 
the White House during the Vietnam 
and Watergate crises. 


What .is striking about these in- 


telligent and amiable young men 
around Carter is that they seem more 
concerned about the mechanics of 
government than about the policies to 
be followed. Above all they seem deter- 
mined to avoid the mistakes of the 
past, to keep in touch with the Congress 
and the public, and to use the authority 
of the White House to educate. 


So far, they have been dominating the 


news by 'their appointments — so much 
so that the Ford White House arid 
cabinet have almost vanished in the 
.shadows — but they have been careful 
not to talk much about policy lest this 
seem discourteous to the President 


It has been a long time, however, 


since there has been such a ferment of 
ideas around the capital. The staff is 
not only available but is asking more 
questions than it answers, and seeing to 
it that whatever new ideas they can 
gather outside the Carter team will be 
discussed and passed on to the gover- 
nor. 


Herbert Hoover had his "kitchen 


cabinet", Roosevelt his "brain trust", 
Nixon his "closed circle", but Carter is 
casting a wider net. He is building 
'carefully on the "amiable computers" 
which helped him win the election, and 
the outlook is for an innovative ad- 
ministration.

Mine inspectors are subject to abuse 


Washington — Behind a small 


- wooden hut guarding the entrance to 


Kentucky's deadly Scottia mine, hangs 
a single green wreath. It is not a Christ- 
mas decoration, but a grim memorial 
for the 26 men who died in the mine last 
spring. 


They were victims of two terrifying 


explosions, which ripped through the 
mine The disaster, like many before it 
could have been avoided. For the Scot- 
tia mine is a monument to broken 
federal mine safety laws. 


We sent our roving reporter, Hal 


Bernton. into the coal fields to find out 
why the mine safety laws aren't better 
enforced. He found that the federal 
mine inspectors are underpaid, 
overworked and harassed. 


They crawl through miles of narrow, 


damp passages, checking roof sop- 
ports, measuring methane gas levels 
and checking air ventilation. Their 
reward is likely to be a churlish recep- 
tion, perhaps even physical violence, 
from the rugged mine operators. 


Complained one inspector: "You can 


make more money roofbolting the 
mines than you can as an inspector. 
What incentives do you have to crawl 
into every damn doghole? Yon are sub- 
ject to constant abuse wherever you go. 


"You like to think yon might have 


saved some daddy from getting killed. 
But merchants blackball you. And 
when you serve an order on an 
operator, he may draw his pistol and 
send his dog after you." 


The physical danger is a real 


problem Attacks on mine inspectors 
aren't uncommon in the brawling 
mining towns of Appalachia. Yet 
Congress not only neglected to make it 


a federal crime to assault a mine in- 


' spector. but the victimized inspectors 


are required to pay their own bills. 


The salaries are also poor. One in- 


spector swore to Bernton: "In my first 
10 months as an inspector. I earned 
only $5.100.1 worked three months as a 
coal miner and earned $5.000." 
•The inspectors also complained that 
their condemnation orders are con- 
stantly fixed by their superiors who 
negotiate at the upper levels with the 
mine operators. "You start out as a 
regulator," grumped an inspector, 
"but soon you become the regulated. 


• The operators go to your higher-ups." 


Since 1970, the inspectors have dis- 


covered literally thousands of safety 
law violations and have levied over 166 
million in fines. Yet the Interior Dept 
has been able to collect only $29 
million. 


The coal companies have been able to 


get out of paving by swamping the 
federal bureaucracy with paperwork. 
The understaffed office has been inun- 
dated with more than 20.000 requests 
for fine redactions. Asa result Interior 
Dept lawyers have their brief cases 
packed with mine safety cases. 


The government is now collecting 


80% of the penalties that have been im- 
posed. But the small penalties are like- 
ly to be charged off to the consumers as 
operating expenses. They aren't roach 
of a deterrent therefore, to keep the 
coal companies from breaking the law. 


Footnote: A spokesman pointed out 


that the Interior Dept was hardly 
collecting any fines at all until the 
penalties were reduced. Meanwhile, 
the department is trying to devise a 
more effective penalty system. 


Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D.-Minn., 


isn't the only former presidential can- 
didate who would now like to become a 
Senate leader. The 1964 GOP standard 
bearer, Sen. Barry Goldwater, R.- 
Ariz.. is waging a less-publicized cam- 
paign for the minority leadership. 


He had considered seeking the post 


two years ago, but Sen. Hugh Scott R - 
Pa., wanted another term as Senate 
Republican leader. Goldwater decided, 
therefore, not to challenge his friend 
Scott, but to put off his ambition until 
1977. 


Among conservatives, Goldwater is 


regarded as the conscience of toe 
Senate His reputation was so for- 
midable during the Watergate years 
that be thoroughly intimidated Richard 
Nixon. 


The deposed president planned-Ms 


Watergate strategy, according to 
former intimates, with one eye on 
Goldwater. Nixon deathly feared that 
Goldwater, who has a strong sense of 
decency, could undermine him with the 
conservatives in Congress. 


In the end, it was Goldwater who 


beaded the GOP delegation that called 
on the embattled president and ap- 
praised him of ftis plight the day before 
be resigned. 


For the senator from Arizona, it was 


a wasted meeting. "Talking with Mr, 
Nixon." be told os, "was never a 
profitable thing . . . I now doubt that 
Richard Nixon ever toM me the troth in 
all the years Tve known him." 


Goldwater tossed his wavy gray hair, 


indicating his Senate office "I sat in 
here and thought about it the other 
day." be said. "The one thing impor- 
tant to remember is that anything 
Nixon does, he does for Richard 
Milhous Nixon." 


Goldwater is a handsome man, with 


tanned, clean-cut features. His blue 
eyes twinkle behind black-rimmed 
bifocals as he boasts bow. at age 67, be 
weighs the same as be did when be 
played high school football 


He is also an inveterate tinkerer. He 


built his own TV set He also personally 
customized his AMX sports car with 
every conceivable gadget including a 
compass, wind meter and telephone. 


He is a talented photographer and an 


experienced bam operator. He also 
likes to note that be has flown almost 
every American military plane that has 
been produced since World War II. 


Now, be would like to get back into 


action as the Senate GOP leader

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Omaha policeman indicted in heroin conspiracy ring 


: 
Omaha (UPI) - A police narcotics officer, 


charged with accepting |600 weekly in payoffs from 
a multi-million dollar heroin operation, was 
released on (1,000 bond Friday after his attorney 
told a federal magistrate his client "wants to stay 
and vindicate himself of this charge." 


Leonard Smith, 39, a police officer since 1963, 


was one of four persons indicted by a federal grand 
jury Thursday and arrested Friday on a charge of 
conspiracy to distribute heroin. 


Smith was arrested at police headquarters 


where U.S. marshals led him away in handcuffs. At 
a news conference later, Police Chief Richard 
Andersen suspended Smith without pay and fired 
him. effective Jan. 16. 


Andersen said it was the first instance he knew 


of in the department's history where an officer had 
been charged with a "conspiracy of this type." 


"This it very upsetting to me," Andersen said. 


"We have no tolerance for illegal acts or corruption 
of this type." 


Andersen and U.S. Attorney Daniel Wherry 


said they knew of no other police officer currently 
being invesgigated for possible bribery connec- 
tions. 


Indicted with Smith were Omahans Faustino 


Selvera, 47, Myron Jackson, 37, and Russell Spear- 
man, 37, who was among 13 persons indicted last 
September in a multi-million dollar heroin opera- 
tion headed by Ike Conway on Omaha's North Side. 


Selvera pleaded innocent, while arraignments 


for the other three defendants will probably be held 
next week. Spearman's original case will be incor- 
porated into the current one. 


On Wednesday, Conway was allowed to plead 


guilty to one of two heroin possession charges 


before U.S. District Judge Albert G. Senate and the 
other was dismissed in exchange for his coopera- 
tion in the current case. 


The government indicated Conway's coopera- 


tion was significant in putting the case together. 
Wherry said Smith bad been under investigation for 
the past three months. 


Wherry said Conway was "under protection" 


by the U.S. Marshal's Service because of fear for 
his personal safety. 


The grand jury alleged Conway began paying 


Selvera 1350 weekly in August of last year to give to 
Smith, and at the same time, Jackson began giving 
Smith $350 weekly. 


In turn, Smith allegedly furnished Selvera, 


Conway, Jackson and Spearman with information 
on police surveillance, names of informants and 
copies of police reports on heroin activity. 


Smith has been with the vice and narcotics unit 


for the past three years. 


The payoff arrangment continued, the grand 


jury said, until March of this year when Conway's 
1250 weekly payments became "irregular in time 
and amounts." 


However, the grand jury said Conway con- 


tinued to receive information from Smith through 
Selvera until this month, and Selvera continued to 
receive the information until Thursday. 


The government had recommended a 110,000 


full cash or surety bond for the four defendants. 
U.S. Magistrate Richard C. Peck reduced that to 
10% or 11,000 cash for Smith and Selvera during 
hearings Friday. 


Assistant U.S. Attorney Thomas Thalken said 


just because Smith was a police officer he shouldn't 
be treated any differently than any other person 


charged with heroin conspiracy. 


McQuillan responded that Thalken was attemp- 


ting to "throw all drug offenders in the same pile. 
They should be treated individually.

McQuillan said Smith would be "throwing 14 


years of life down the drain if he ran. 


S. L. Albrecht, Selvera's attorney, said his 


client was the father of six and he should get home 
where he belongs."

Dam stability debated at trial

Discussions of dam stability, ground 


water quality and water table levels for 
the'proposed Norden dam project con- 
tinued Friday in U. S. District Court. 
-Employes of the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation testified for the defense in 
the suit by the Save the Niobrara River 
Association over the dam's environmental 
impact statement. 


Lynn Johnson, project geologist, and 


Edward W. Gray Jr., Norden dam 
designer, both said there was no reason to 
worry about the dam's safety. Tests 
dating back to the '30s reveal the area is 
geologically stable around the proposed 
dam site, they said. 


But both also testified that the bureau 


has conducted no load tests of subsurface 
materials in the area which would reveal 
whether those geologic structures would 
withstand the pressure of the several 
million tons of the dam and the 19-mile 
reservoir. 


The tests are to be conducted during the 


construction of the dam, Gray said. 


John W. Keys in, bureau hydrologist, 


testified there would'be no significant 
change in the water quality in Holt County 
after the project was completed. 


The water quality in that area is very 


good now, Keys said. After the project the 
water would still be below the danger 
levels in every category of dissolved 
solids, he added. 


But Keys also said certain factors im- 


portant to water quality standards, such 
as the type of cultiviation in the area and 


the way the irrigation water was to be 
applied, were not contained in the impact 
Statement or other supporting documents. 


State Geologist Vincent Dreeszen 


repeated testimony that water levels in 
the area are declining, and will continue to 
decline unless the project, is completed. 
Water levels in observation wells Sur- 
veyed by the,U S. Geological Survey and 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln show 
the water table in the area to be declining, 
he said. 


The suit challenging the environmental 


impact statement of the 77,000-acre irriga- 
tion project in the Springview-Atkinson- 
O'Neill area will enter its fourth week 
Monday. Save the Niobrara has contended 
the statement is too vague and ignores 
'significant factors about the project's 
safety and economy.

LaVlsU - Train service was 


restored Friday over a section 
of Burlington Northern track 
ripped up by Thursday's 
passenger train derailment. 


At the same time, the 


National Transportation Safe- 
ty Board said it had taken over 
the investigation of the Am- 
trak crash, but probably 
wouldn't release a report on 
the cause for several months. 


"If there's something that 


needs immediate correction, 
the board likely would make a 
report on that," said 
spokesman Robert Buckhorn. 


. 
However, he said he doubted 


that a report would be issued 
until next spring. 


The' board sent one in- 


vestigator from Washington 
and two from Kansas City to 


the northern Sarpy County site 
where the San Francisco 
Zephyr derailed before dawn 
Thursday. 


A total of 49'passengers and 


crewmen were injured when 
six of the train's 11 cars left 
the tracks and plunged down a 
25-foot embankment. 


Shortly after the crash, the 


train's conductor and a retired 
engineer who was riding the 
Zephyr, both theorized that a 
rail may have slipped or bent 
somewhere near the middle of 
the train, thus causing the 
derailment. 


The conductor, R. W. 


Mitchell of Lincoln, and Joseph 
Galvin, 66, of Sparks, Nev., a. 
48-year veteran of the Southern, 
Pacific Railroad, put forth the 
theory in separate interviews. 


Amtrak and BN officials 


have said the track, inspected 


daily, was in good repair and 
that a freight train had passed 
over the tracks 2Vz hours 
earlier. 


However, Buckhorn said, "It 


doesn't necessarily follow that 
because another train passed 
over them, the tracks were all 
right." 


The passenger train derail- 


ment Thursday morning was 
followed six hours later by the 
derailment of an Illinois Cen- 
tral locomotive and 3 of the 12 
cars it was pulling through 
east Omaha, near the Omaha 
marina. 


FBI spokesman-in Omaha 


said there "is nothing that 
would indicate there is any 
possible connection" between 
the two derailments. The FBI 
usually investigates such ac- 
cidents, the spokesman added.

Rider thought 'here we go again' 


Omaha (UPI) - prior to 


Thursday, the last time Mrs. 
Rusty Lefebvre, Lincoln, was 
on a train was 18 years ago. 
That train was derailed, too. 


"It's kind of weird," Mrs. 


Lefebvre, 37, said from her 
hospital bed recouperating 
from injuries suffered when 
Amtrak's San Francisco 
Zepher derailed near Omaha. 
"This couldn't happen in a 
million years." 


Mrs. Lefebvre, a muscular 


dystrophy victim, was en route 
to Springfield, Mass., to pick 
up her 15-year-old %on staying 
with friends. 


"I thought the train was. 


braking for a curve — that wa's 
my first thought," she said. 
"But after.it started swaying, I 
thought. 'Oh, no, here we go 
again'." 


Mrs. Lef pbvre said after that 


"everything went blank." She 


remembered glass falling and 
people landing on top of her. 


Mrs. Lefebvre, who is in 


good condition with a hip in- 
jury, said she hadn't avoided 
trains since her first derail- 
ment experience in 1958. She 
escaped injury that time. 


She said planes are generally 


more comfortable for her, but 
because of the holiday season 
it was impossible to get airline 
reservations. 


Burlington 
Northern 


spokesman, said from Denver 
that numerous tests must be 
performed yet, but the tracks 
appeared to be in "good to 
excellent" condition at the 
time of the Amtrak derail- 
ment. 


He said the track had been 


inspected 12 to 18 hours 
earlier. 


He also said the track was 


restored to use between 11:30 
p.m. and midnight Thursday, 
after BN trains had been 
routed around the accident 
site. 


The predawn derailment oc- 


curred at 2:55 a.m. on a slight 
curve southwest of 99th and 
Harrison Sts! 


The speed limit for that sec- 


tion of track is 55 m.p.h. 
Although some crew members 
said the train was traveling 60 
m.p.h. or more, Hagel said the 
engine's recorder and other 
measuring devices showed the 
train was traveling 53 m.p.h. 


The train, traveling from 


Oakland, Calif.,, to Chicago, 
carried 166 passengers and 17 
crewmen. 


One of the eight persons who 


remained hospitalized early- 
Friday was listed in serious 
condition. He is Greg Gee, 27, 
Farragut, Iowa, who suffered 
apparent internal injuries, ac- 
cording to a Bergan Mercy 
Hospital spokesman. 


Schools clearing house considered

The Nebraska Coordinating 


Commission for Postsecon- 
dary Education hopes to 
become a clearing house for 
higher education programs 
offered by other state in- 
stitutions to Nebraskans and 
for programs offered 
cooperatively between states. 


The commission, an educa- 


tion, an advisory group ap- 
proved those clearing house 
ideas for possible 1977 legisla- 
tion during a Friday meeting. 


The clearing house would be 


a protective device for 
students and taxpayers, 
explained Bill Fuller, new 
executive director. 


The commission staff would 


determine if out-of-state 
programs being offered in 
Nebraska are equal in quality 
to state programs. They would 
also look for duplication and 
undue competition. 


The clearing house idea for 


between-state programs would 
affect such projects as the 
regional veterinary school now 


being considered by the 


University of Nebraska and a 
possible graduate center on the 
UNO downtown campus which 
would serve. Nebraska and 
Iowa. 


The commission should also 


assist independent and private- 
ly owned schools in developing 
similar studies on their role, 
scope and mission, Fuller said. 


One of the main functions of 


the commission will be to 
search out duplication among 
post secondary programs. 


But duplication should not 


necessarily be eliminated, 
Fuller 
said 
because 


Nebraska's system of com- 
munity colleges and private in- 
stitutions providing students to 
the university and college 
system demands some duplica- 
tion. 


What the commission is 


primarily interested in is un- 
necessary and costly duplica- 
tion, the kind which, when 
eliminated, will not hurt 
students and will help the 
taxpayers pocketbooks.

Speer's free throw accuracy sinks Northeast, 47-38

Papillion — Lincoln 


Northeast found out what not 
to do when you're trying to 
make up a seven-point fourth- 
quarter deficit in a 47-38 loss to 
Papillion here Friday night. 


Most teams realize you have 


to play aggressive defense in 
that type of situation, and that 
intensity might lead to a few 
fouls. 


But the Rockets made the 


mistake of fouling Mark Speer, 
a 6-3 senior who led Omaha 


teams in free throw shooting 
last year, converting on 40 of 44 
attempts. 


Under fourth-quarter 


pressure, knowing the 
Monarchs' lead had been cut to 
just four points, Speer dumped 
in eight straight free throws to 
seal the Rockets' fate. 


It capped a frustrating night 


for the preseason second-rated 
Rockets as they just couldn't 
mount a sustained threat. 


It began early as Papillion 


jumped to an 8-0 lead while 
Northeast went almost six 


minutes without scoring. 


Forward Gary Karthaser 


finally hit a 15-footer to get 
Northeast on the board with 
2:20 left in the period. But 
Papillion kept its lead at eight 
for the rest of the quarter 
holding a 14-6 edge. 


Northeast managed only 


three of 11, first-quarter field 
goal attempts while Papillion 
blistered the nets for 70 per 
cent on seven of 10 com- 
pletions. 
. 
; 


:"We were getting the ball 
down court quickly and getting 


very good shots," Papillion 
coach Dick Muma said. "This 
was a great win for us." 


The Rockets closed the lead 


to 24-18 at the half aided by a 
bench decorm technical on 
Muma, converted into two 
points by Doug Berka. 


But Berka's inability to 


score like he had during 
Northeast's first two wins 
(26:5 per game) hurt the 
Rockets as the 5-11 guard 
managed just two of 13 field 
goal tries and finished with 
eight points. 


"I thought our defense was 


great," Muma said. "Even 
though we play a zone, the kids 
really hustled out front. I've 
got to admit'Northeast played 
good defense, too, just like 
they always do." 


There were 50 turnovers in 


the game, but Muma at-. 
tributed it to the defense, not 
ragged play. 


"We just didn't seem to 


move the ball very well," 
noted Northeast coach Ed 
Johnson. "We had way too 
much dribbling against the 


zone. But when we did pass the 
ball, we threw it into their 
bands." 


In the final quarter, the 


Rockets only real offensive 
output came from 5-11 junior 
Trevor Lavy, a starter for in- 
jured Joe Prai. 


Lavy hit three long-range 


fielders to keep the Rockets in 
contention until Speer's free 
throw show. 


"He's just deadly," Muma 


said. "They couldn't have 
fouled anyone better as far as 
we're concerned. That makes 


Pius X falls, 59-50

For a team that was supposed to be sick 


with the flu and suffering from a case of the 
blahs, Minden got well in a hurry Friday 
night in Lincoln. 


The Whippets used Pius X as its dose of 


medicine to overcome the flu bug and a long 
bus trip, as Minden downed the Thunderbolts, 
59-50, at the Pius X Gym: 


"We had three players out of practice 


; almost all week with the flu," Minden coach 
Don Bartek said. "And we just seemed to 
have a hard time getting unglued the first 
half. I think we were a little tired from the 
long trip." 


Minden shook off the effects of the 140- 


mile bus ride to Lincoln in the third quarter. 
Trailing 23-22 at intermission, the Whippets 
exploded for 24 points while limiting Pius X 
to a mere eight points in the third frame to 
race to a 46-31 bulge. ' 


The third-quarter Minden eruption was 


led by guard Brian Carlson and forward Ben 
Benson, two of the players who were battling 
the flu. 


Minden fired a staggering 78 per cent 


from the field in the third quarter as Carlson 
was a perfect five-for-five and Benson hit 
three of five field goal attempts. 


"Benson has not only been bothered by 


the flu all week but he had a bloody nose 
which would not stop," Bartek said. "He 
finally went to the doctor this morning to get 
it stopped."

Benson and Carlson may have been sick 


before the contest, but the duo left Pius X 
feeling ill afterwards as they combined for 21 
and 18 points respectively. 


"Carlson is our general out there," 


Bartek said, noting that the torrid third- 
quarter shooting effort by his team did not 
really surprise him. "In the first two games 
this season he (Carlson) was 13 of 17 from the 
field." -

With Carlson and Benson doing the major 


share of the damage, Minden rolled to a 33-25 


advantage early in the third quarter when 
Pius X was unable to score for more than 
three minutes. 


After Minden built its biggest lead to 14 


points at 48-35 when forward Kris VanNor- 
man completed a three-point play with 6:05 
remaining in the game, Pius made a valiant 
effort to battle back. - 


- The Thunderbolts outscpred Minden 19-13 


in the final-quarter as coach Don Kelley 
swept his bench in search of someone who

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Gasohol committee 
looks for capital

The state Agricultural Products In- 


; dustrial Utilization Committee, better known 
• as the Gasohol Committee, burst into a flurry 
of activity Friday, possibly because Bellwood 
Sen. 
Loran Schmit, chairman of the 


-Legislature's Agriculture Committee, had 
• threatened to disband the committee. 


• 
"We can't just sit. We have got to take 


some action. Sen. Schmit made that very 
•plain in his hearings (on gasohol) around the 
state," warned Charles R. Fricke, ad- 


• ministrator of the gasohol program. 
i> 


So committee members launched a 


three-part program aimed at getting a grain 
alcohol plant built in the state as soon as 
possible. 


First, the committee is planning a public - 


meeting in January, 1977, with an engineering' 
firm, Stone & Webster out of Canada. The 
firm is studying the economic feasibility of 
the proposed grain alcohol plant. 


;•• Gasohol, a motor fuel, is 10% grain 
alcohol and 90% gas. Nebraska grain farmers 
see it as a possible new market for their 


" grain. 


The committee will probably discuss at 


the public meetings the other, two parts in its 
' plan to raise about $22 million to build the 
plant. They are: private financing of the 
plant, possibly in the form of a corporation; 
or a possible two-cents-per-bushel checkoff 
plan, the money to be used to build the plant. 


Data made available to the committee by 


the engineering firm indicates that earlier es- 
timates of profitability may be conservative, 
but that "the estimate of the cost of the plant 
and its operating costs are quite close to the 
•data the committee has been working with," 
said Dr. William Scheller, technical advisor 
to the committee. 


-• Scheller said the firm had suggested 


methods that could cut as much as $3 million 
off of the estimated cost of building and. 
operating the plant. The firm also suggested 


that a separate feed company process and 
market feed by-products from the plant, 
rather than allowing one company to run the 
whole operation. 


If possible, the committee would prefer 


that private capital build the plant, but it is 
looking at other money sources for the plant. 


A kind of corporation might be set up to 


sell stock in the plant to farmers, the com- 
mittee suggested. 


"If. we could sell 30,000 farmers $700- 


each in" stock we could build the plant. This 
would be half of the grain-producing farmers 
in the state," suggested Wayne Winslow, 
committee secretary. 


The committee also asked the 


Legislature to consider a bill creating a two- 
cent grain checkoff on wheat, corn and other 
feed grains to build the plant. Under the plan, 
the checkoff would be terminated when 
enough money is raised to build one plant. 
Farmers would receive shares of stock in 
return for their checkoff funds, or they could 
ask for their money back if they didn't want 
to be involved in the program. 


Some committee members said they 


would support a system of tying a checkoff 
program with a stock sales program, so non- 
farmers who are interested in investing in a 
grain alcohol plant could do so. But nobody at 
the meeting knew of a'way to do so within the 
framework of state law. 


Committee members also are looking at 


proposals that would have one of the farm 
organizations play a leadership role in getting 
a plant built. 


It might be possible to form a 


cooperative to build the plant, or to get help 
from banks that deal with cooperatives, the 
committee contemplated. 


Winslow also suggested that the legisla- 


tion that established the committee should be 
changed so that its scope could be expanded. 


The committee voted to ask the 


Legislature for the authority to investigate 
agricultural products other than grain.

Grand Island (AP) — After meeting in 


executive session Friday, the Great 
Plains Power Agency placed the status 
of its proposed power plant temporarily 
' in limbo. 
The agency was formed by the cities of 


Grand Island and Hastings to share the 
costs of the construction of a ISO-mega- 
watt power plant to be located near 
Doniphan. But the Nebraska Power 
Review Board Tuesday denied permis- 
sion for a permit for the plant. 


The agency decided Friday to write all 


contractors and put in a holding position 


all written contractions, including engi- 
neering, legal and turbine contracts. 


The agency also asked that all outstan- 


ding outstanding bills be sent in order to 
determine how much money has been 
spent on the project. As of Dec. 3, the 
agency said $231,415 had been spent. It 
estimated that to d a t e, expidentures 
totaled $320,000. 


Chairman Howard Peterson said that 


the agency has no obligation on the tur- 
bine contract, that all boiler bids will be 
rejected, and bid bonds returned. 


-All land acquisition proceedings will 


be halted and an attorney for the agency 
will go to Hall County Court to dismiss 
all eminent domain proceedings, ending 
any related legal proceedings as a result. 


The agency will receive the formal 


decision rejecting permission for the 
construction of the proposed plant from 
the Nebraska Power Review Board no 
later than Dec. 27. 


Once agency attorneys study the deci- 


sion what action to take will be deter- 
mined.

Laramie River Station, a coal burning 
complex, already under construction 
near Wheatland, Wyo. 


Canney said the water conservation 


plan was approved Nov. 23 by the 
Laramie River Station's management 
committee. Although Douglas filed his 
lawsuit the next day, the plan was not 
forwarded to the attorney general's of- 
fice until Dec. 1. The plan is aimed at 
benefiting people who depend upon the 
Platte River in both flood and dry years, 
Canney said. 


Also on Friday, U.S.- Rural Elec- 


trificiation Administration (REA) of- 
ficials signed loan guarantees totaling 
more than $1 billion for construction of 
the complex. Cost of the 500,000 kilowatt 


plant, a reservoir and 674 miles of 
transmission lines is estimated at $1.6 
billion. 


The lawsuit Douglas filed Nov. 24 


sought to keep the REA from making the 
loan guarantees. 


The loan guarantee, the largest ever 


made by the REA, means that the REA 
would repay the loans should the owners 
of the plant default on their bonds. 


Basin Electric Power Cooperative, of 


Bismarck, N.D., received a $676 million 
guarantee while Tri-State Generation 
and Transmission, of Northglenn, Colo., 
received a $386 million guarantee. 


LES will join those two power districts
